SENATE. 


Sacramento, January 23,1889. 
Tlie Senate met at 11 a. m., President pro tern. 
Stephen M. White in the chair. 
Roll called, and all present except Senator 
Lang’ord. 
Prayer by the Chaplain, Rev. A. C. Bane. 
Journal ol yesterday read and approved. 
A message was received from the Assembly, 
announcing the passage of Assembly Bill No. 
in, making an appropriation for the deficiencies 
in the appropriation for the State Printing 
Office. 
REPORTS. 
Mr. Moffitt, irom the Committee on Finance, 
reported back favorably Senate BUI No. 56, 
making an appropriation to pay the stenog­ 
rapher of the Railroad Commission, and Senate 
Bill No. 1C2, to provide for the purchase of the 
portrait of the late Governor, Washington Bart­ 
lett. 
Mr. Briceland, from the Committee on Hos­ 
pitals, reported back bills, with the following 
recommendations: 
Senate Bill No. 90—Amending Penal Cods re­ 
lating to registration of births, deaths and m ar­ 
riages. Passago. 
Senate Bill No. 91—Amending Political Code 
relatiug to the registration of births, deaths and 
marriages. Passage as amended. 
Senate Bill No. 92—An Act to encourage and 
provide for a general vaccination in the State 
of California. Passage as amended. 
Senate Bill No. 89.—An Act to amend Section 
3084 of the Political Code, relative to the inter­ 
ment or cremation of human bodies. Passage. 
Mr. Pinder, from the Committee on Fish aud 
Game, reported hack favorably, as amended, 
Senate Bill No. 217, authorizing the Fish Com­ 
missioners to remove certain obstructions in 
American river for the passage of fish up said 
stream ; aleo, favorably, Senate Bill No. 140 
amending the Penal Code, relatiug to the de­ 
positing of sawdust in the waters of the State; 
also, without recommendation, Senate Bill No. 
40, amending Section 635 of the Penal Code, re­ 
lating to the violation of the law for the preser­ 
vation of fish, the bill containing the same pro­ 
visions as Senate Bill No. 140, reported favorably. 
Mr. Williams, from the Committee on Public 
Buildings, reported back favorably Senate Bill 
No. 287, for putting in the basement of the State 
Capitol a fire proof vault for the archives of the 
State, and for the appointment of a Keeper of 
Archives. 
Mr. Britt, from the Committee on Labor and 
Capital, reported hack favorably, as amended, 
Senate Bill No. 63, amending the Act providing 
for the support of the Bureau of Labor Statis­ 
tics.

JO IN I* CONVENTION. 


At 3 o'clock p. M. the Senate proceeded in a 
body to the Assembly Chamber: headed by the 
President pro tem. The Speaker's gavel called 
the Assemblymen to their feet, and they le- 
mained standing until the Senators had been 
shown to seats on the iloor and President pro 
tem. White had taken his place beside the 
Speaker.

AWbmblyman Dibble entered a formal pro­ 
test against any proceedings by the Joint Con­ 
vention on the ground of the unconstitution­ 
ality of the law under which it is claimed that 
the Legislature had the right to elect Trustees 
of the State Library. He then proceeded to 
make legal argument on the subject, taking 
the ground Governor Waterman took in his 
message and quoting from that document. 
Scnatir Goucher replied to the argument of 
Mr. Dibbie at length, quoting Cooley on Consti­ 
tutions and various decisions bv the Supreme 
Court in support of his position. ' 
Assemblyman Salomon joined with Mr. Dib­ 
ble in the protest and made an argument 
against tfie constitutionality of the law under 
which the Convention was proceeding. 
fcenator McGowan followed on the same side, 
quoting to the Democrats the words of T hornas 
Jefferson, and asking them if they preferred to 
adopt the construction of the Senator from Mar­ 
iposa as against that of the great light of the 
Democratic party. 
The resolution offered by Mr. Matthews was 
adopted, and no attention was paid to the pro­ 
test beyond having it spread upon the minntes.

LEG ISLA TIV E NOTES. 


The members of the Seuate aud Assembly 
Fducational Committees, who visited the Lick 
OPser. story, it being connected with tlie Slate 
Cuiversity, report they did uol find their path­ 
way strewn with roses. A telephone message 
was sent from San Jose to the observatory, an­ 
nouncing that the committee was coming anil 
at about 5 o’clock F. M. ou Saturday they ar­ 
rived there. No one was to be found, and 
despite the desperate kicking aud banging at 
the doors, au entrance could not be effected. 
At last a door was found which yielded to miid 
persuasion, and the committee succeeded in 
getting inside, but the smoke Irom a very jioor 
tire soou drove the intruders out, ami they 
sought w annth by forming in procession and 
trotting around the building for au hour or 
more. At about 7 or 8 o clock two or three per­ 
sons appeared, but there was such an air ot 
self-imjKirtauce visible 
that the trembling 
statesmen feared to approach them, and noth­ 
ing was learned from them. The committee 
was allowed to view the nebulse of Orion, and 
are perhaps in a condition to report that it is all 
there. The committee believe that their treat­ 
ment was a direct intimation that they were 
intruders. They left at about 12 o’clock at night 
for a more congenial clime, arriviug in San 
Jose towards moruiug. The people of" San Jose 
report that this íb the kind of treatment visitors 
always receive from this department of the 
State University. 
The Assembly Committee on Judiciary had a 
meeting Tuesday evening, for the consideration 
of bill No. 17, iutroduced by Mr. Ostrom, to 
amend the J olitical Code by adding a new sec­ 
tion in relation to re assessments of property in 
ca«es where a former assessment is invalid.’ it 
was decided to refer the bill to a sub commit:ee, 
consisting of Messrs. Damron, Shanalian and 
Hail, with instructions to report next Monday. 
The proposed new section is as follows: “ 3672>^. 
Every tax. except poll-tax, levied alter the year 
1879, which is invalid by reason of any error or 
irregularity in the assessment, or in any other 
respect, and which has not been fully puid, 
shall he re-levied and the pr -pcrty affected re­ 
assessed by the proper officers, or Board of 
Equalization, to the amount to which and upou 
the esta e, or to the person or corpcratnm to 
whom or to which such tax ought a tfir-tto 
have been levied and a-ses-ed, such re-asses--- 
ment to he made by the proper officers at the 
time and iu the manner provided by law for 
making assessments on like properly ; the Col­ 
lectors of such tax to allow as credits thereon 
any partial pajm ents made oa the tax as at 
first levied. Iu any action brought lor the col­ 
lection of such taxes aud re-assessments, the 
Court shall allow an attorney’s fee of fifteeu per 
cent, on the amount of any judgment recovered, 
which shall be less such partial paym uts.” 
The Senate Finance Committee will meet at 
3 o’clock this afternoon in room 57, State Cap­ 
itol, to consider the hill providing for the Cali­ 
fornia Home for Feeble-Minded Children. This 
bill lias attracted wide attention, and Senator 
Murphy, who introduced it, is in receipt of nu­ 
merous letters from all parts of the Stale urging 
him to do all he can to secure its passage. One 
lady in San Francisco 
writes: “ I have a 
daughter iu that institution, aud I can assure 
you that the blessings such a Home brings upon 
the children and their parents must necessarily 
extend ovjr the legislators who will give tb 
such a Home the full measure of its capabilities 
for good.” Another letter, which shows the 
earnest neis of the writer in every- line, is as 
follows: 
San F rancisco, January 20,1889. 
“ ll/m. P. J. Murphy,'of the Senate—D e a r Sir : 1 
take the liberty oi addressing you ujiou a matter 
of great importance, in behali of the California 
Home for ihe Care and Training of Feeble­ 
minded Children. I am personally interested 
iu this, as I have a little son who is so afflicted, 
and I therefore know full well tlie necessity for 
such a Home. I have for years made every ef­ 
fort to educate him, but he made no advance­ 
ment until he was put under said training, 
under the management of Dr. A. E. Osborne. 
It has proved wonderful, making a different 
boy ot him. I have often visited the Home, and 
have witmssed their improvement, and I ear­ 
nestly beg to plead Tor those w ho cauuot plead 
for ihemselves, and beg th at you will use your 
iuflne: ee iu pas-ing those bills which will 
secure for those ifflictcd children a permanent 
home. Could you know how much good lias 
been done, and how much might yet he aecom- 
r lished, 1 feel assured thst you would not hesi­ 
tate to secure their advancement, and in iniDg 
your influence with other mem hers of the Legis­ 
lature. There is often opposition to such de­ 
mands : not, I am sure, because they disregard 
the rights of the feeble-minded children, but 
because oi their Ignorance ol the necessity ot 
such a Home. Not knowing any members ol 
the Legislature, I have selected your name Irom 
the list. May I hope that you will communi­ 
cate this to other members of the ! egislature 
and beg their intercession 7 And I sincerelv 
hope that you will forgive me for this lengthy 
epistle, but I plead not only for my own son, 
hut for those poor, afflicted children who have 
no mothers to plead for them.

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IT MEANS BUSINESS. 


The S euate’* Pro pose Not lo T rid 
tv iih 
th e Sauivau M atter. 
Washington, January 2:td.—The action ot ihe 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee to-day. in 
reporting the proposed appropriation of 8100,000 
to enable the President to establish a coaling 
station at Pago Pago harbor, and f600,<k(> to 
carry out treaty stipulations with Samoa, is 
evidence of the intention ot the Senate, at lea- t, 
to take immediate steps tor the maintenance of 
American rights iu tlie Samoangroupol islands. 
That the House will sustain the action of the 
senate there is no reason to doubt. The harbor 
of Pago Pago, in the Island of Tutuila, is one m 
the finest u ilie South Pai-inc, but it is doubtful 
If the United Siates would have moved to es- 
tabliih a coaling statiou there*—although con­ 
ceded for that purpose—but foi Germain 's ag­ 
gressive action. 
In a letter addressed by Secretary Whitney to 
Chairman Herbert of the House Naval Affairs 
Committee, January 21st, tlie Secretary says 
" Uuder the teims of the treaty ot friendship 
aud commerce between the United States and 
the Government of the Samoan Islands—which 
was concluded and ratified bv their respective 
Pler.ipolentaries at the city of Washington on 
the 17th of January, 1578. aud subsequently ra ti­ 
fied hv the contracting Powers—Article VI. 
grants the privilege to vessels ol this Govern­ 
ment of entering and using t.e port ot Pago 
Pago, aud establishing there aud ou the shores 
thereof stations tor coal aud other naval sup­ 
plies for the naval and commercial marine,over 
which the Samoan Government will neither ex­ 
ercise nor authorize jurisdiction within said 
port adverse to such rights of the United States, 
"In accordance with the provisions of said 
Article, this Department directed the rental of a 
piece of land iu the harbor of Pago Pago, and 
had stored there large quantities of coal for the 
use of our naval vesseis in the Pacific ocean. 
Owing, however, to the limited authority of the 
Department in such matters, it has been unable 
to make or enter into any a -.reement for a lease 
of the site beyond one year. The im)su taut in­ 
terests subserved by tins privilege should not be 
at the hazard ot a tenure so slight as a lease 
fiom year to year, aud I trust that the Depart­ 
ment will be authorized to purchase the neces­ 
sary laud for a coaling station, anil he mu hot 
ized to erect a w harf and lighters, for handling 
coal, aud a small building for a keeper. For 
these purposes au appropriation of 8100,000 is 
estimated to he sufficient, and 1 reccommend 
such sum be appropriated.” 
To-day Mr. Whitney supplemented his first 
letter with another communication to Herbert, 
in which he says: "lu addition to what has 
already been said. I desire to call your attention 
to the importance of this appropriation at the 
present lime, when the whole question ot our 
relations to the groupof islands and otherlrcaty 
Powets has been refereed by the President to 
Congress for its consideration and action. In 
view of the responsibility thrown upon the 
naval officers in dealing w ith those questions, 
the Department has heretofore asked lor an an­ 
nouncement of a definite national iKqicy re gard­ 
ing this groupof islands for its information and 
guidance, and it is desirable that all reasonable 
provision should be made for the future neces­ 
sities of commerce and the navy in that locality, 
iu view ot the importauce which the question 
now assumes.” 
By far the more important action of tlie com 
mitlee is iu requesting an appropriation of half 
a million dolíais immediately to be place-l at 
the disposal of the President, for use by him us 
iie may deem proper, to protect tlie interests of 
the United States in Samoa under the existing 
treaty stipulations. This proposed item of ap 
prupnatiou is so generously worded, and its in­ 
tent is so plainly evident, that Mr. Cleveland 
need hesitate no longer about taking whatever 
steps are necessary for the maiutainancc of the 
dignity aud honor of the United States in Sa­ 
moa. He is not authorized to declare war 
against Germany, lor to declare is a prerogative 
of Congress, hut he need not hesitate to treat 
ourG eim au neighbors as they treat citizens of 
the United States on these islands. 
WHAT AN AMERICAN TRADER SAYS. 
In the course of Ills recent testimouy before 
the Senate Foreign Relations Committee, Con­ 
sul Seawall read a private 
letter from Mr. 
Moore, a leading American trader, whose lands 
have been seized by a German trading firm at 
Apia, who wrote to Seawall thet Br.-iders, the 
German Consul, was said to be keeping a black- 
haok, that he spent his time iu devisinc new 
modes of punishment, aud that the island 
would become a great slaughter-pen if Germany 
ever came into lull con! rol of the island. Sea­ 
wall supplemented this letter with a do/- notion 
ot the deplorable cor.dftlon of American citizens 
in Samoa, many of whom had married natives, 
and wore even now, as he expressed it, " a t the 
mercy of a German adventurer.” 
When asked what effect the recent action ot 
the Government, in sending another w ar vessel 
to Samoa, would have on the German», Seawall 
replied thr., the instructions of this Government 
to Admiral Kimberly were ordinary instruc­ 
tions. that the Germans knew’ the limited 
authority they gave, aud that under these cir- , 
eumstances Ihe representatives ot the United i 
States cannot reach the real cause ot trouble : 
at all.

Fresno R ailroad Item °. 
A delegation of thirteen leading citizens 
from Fresno City led by Thos. E? Hughes 
Saturday had a conference with Messrs. 
Crocker and Towle of the Sonlhern Tacitic 
Railroad. The gentlemen from Fresno de­ 
sire a new depot building at that place. 
The present structure is not very credit­ 
able to the town or to the railroad, and is 
totally inadequate to meet the needs of the 
com m unity. 
These facts were presented 
by the committee in a very courteous m an­ 
ner. end the result of the interview is vert- 
satisfactory to the Fresno people. 
The railroad officials will have plans per­ 
fected at once, and work on the new build­ 
ing will probably commence in a short 
time. It will be a handsome brick struc­ 
ture, and a room will be set aside for the 
use of the Board of Trade, in which to 
make n display of Fresno products. The 
delegation also requested that Fresno City 
be made a division term inus, it being 206 
miles from San Francisco, and the request 
will be considered by the Southern Pacific 
managers. 
The m ountains iu the eastern part of 
Fresno county are rich in m ineral products, 
iron, granite, limestone, copper, gypsum, 
and precious metals abound. There is also 
vast quantities of fine timber, comprising 
sugar-pine and redwood. Mineral springs 
are plenty. The granite from this section 
is said to be the best in the State, and is be­ 
ing used in the construction of the new 
National Bank building on Sinsonte street. 
It is proposed to build a railroad from 
Fresno city to the center of this region, a 
distance ot fifty miles. Subscriptions are 
being received, and a right-of-way has 
been secured. The Fresno people will pash 
this enterprise. 
Mr. Crocker assured the gentlemen that 
his road would assist such an undertaking 
in every way possible.—S. F . Bulletin.

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TWO EHBS THE STATE MAT CONSERVE. 


The want of harmonicas development of 
the mental, active, moral powers, coupled 
with physical infirmity, give us the un­ 
fortunate and pitiful classes known as 
idiots, imbeciles awd the feeble-minded, 
whose condition makes the hearts of hu­ 
mane men and wrtuen bleed with sympa­ 
thy. 
As these classes are incapable of 
caring for thetaselves without training, 
they naturally become the objects of State 
solicitude, astnuch as do the insane. 
But 
while the latter, as a rule, cannot 'be made 
self-helpful, and while some are oared, the 
former are scarcely susceptible of cure, but 
may be greatly improved, and’by training 
can be usnde, in a large sense, ‘■self-helpful. 
It follows that in State ministrations to the 
feeble-ieinded a peculiar skill'is demanded, 
and the utmost liberality in ‘providing the 
means of training and improvement. 
It 
is, l Itere fore, as an economic matter, a wise 
policy to so equip institutions for the 
feeble-minded that the ‘very best possible 
resets may be most ’speedily obtained 
For with this accompaniment the feeble­ 
minded cease to be wholly State charges, 
and may be brought to make their institu­ 
tions more nearly -self-supporting than is 
possible either with the insane or the con­ 
vict class. 
In both the latter cases tlie 
costs of guarding and maintenance remain 
unchanged; they- can never much diminish 
but with the feeble-minded, improvement 
means less and iess care of the individual 
and training means more and more of con­ 
tribution by the inmates of the institution 
to its current support. 
The full, indeed 
elaborate equipment of institutions for the 
feeble-minded is, therefore, as we have 
said, an economic essential, the experience 
of every State and country where their 
care is a matter of State concern proving 
these thing.- beyond the [Kwsibility of suc­ 
cessful dispute. 
The bill before the .Legislature for the 
Home for the Feeble-minded asks only for 
such outlay as in the light of experience 
and reason is absolutely necessary. The 
idiots and imbeciles must be treated dis­ 
tinctively from all other classes. 
If those 
in the insane asylums and county infirm 
aries are allowed to remain there, it will be 
a State disgrace. 
Feeble-minded children 
cannot be placed in the common schools 
teaching must, therefore, be provided for 
such in the State institution, and that, too, 
of a patient and jieculiar order, and for 
which the ordinary teacher is not adapted 
It lias been demonstrated that the feeble­ 
minded cannot be nearly so well treated in 
their homes as in institutions specially de 
voted to their training, because, as we have 
already said, a peculiar skill is essential to 
their improvement. 
In every institution of the order of the 
California ‘‘Home” the prime purpose, so 
far at least as the superior juvenile grades 
of inmates are concerned, is to so educate 
and train them as to fit them through de­ 
veloped and acquired self-helpfulness fur 
return to their families in from five to ten 
years. 
In this direction, then, it is neoes 
sary that industrial training should tend 
It must he adapted to that vocation which 
the patient can most successfully and easily 
follow when he or she is returned to 
society, and is no longer a dependent 
creature. There must, therefore, be pro­ 
vided the means for teaching varied handi­ 
craft, and 
hence a well-located farm, 
aJapted to diversified production, is indis­ 
pensable; shops in which the use of tools 
play a part are necessary; fittings are es­ 
sential with which to teach the house­ 
wifely arts, and machinery that will aug­ 
ment the manual effort and give greater 
value to its product. 
Dr. Keriin,thedistinguished specialist in 
the care of the feeble-minded, insists that 
the employes of these institutions must be 
of such number and skill that the hours of 
their service, which is exacting in a pecu­ 
liar degree, can be relieved by rest and 
chauge without detriment to the patients 
in charge. 
All such institutions must lie 
equipped with buildings for the school, 
shops for the industrial department, sep­ 
arate buildings for the nursery, with dor­ 
mitories, day rooms and such conveniences 
as the infirm character of the children de­ 
mand; a hospital apart from all the other 
buildings, where jiossible, and arranged for 
every need. There must lie an abundance 
of pure water that will supply every part 
and the highest altitudes of the institu­ 
tion ; 
the grounds must lie high, well 
drained, and contribute in the highest 
possible degree to the physical upbuilding 
of the patients. There must he plenty of 
sun exposure, free ventilation, and every 
part of the institution snust lie made as 
cheerful and home-likc as is jiossible. 
It 
must contain drill-rooms for use in inclem­ 
ent weather, and every apartment must be 
high, dry, and capable of being properly 
heated. 
The 
bathing accommodations 
should lie ample and very lilieral; not less 
than 600 cubic feet of space per inmate 
should be provided in the day and school 
rooms, and these should be so arranged 
that not more than twenty inmates nets! 
to be grouped at one time. 
These are essentials to the improvement 
and training to self-helpfulness of the in­ 
mates and their final discharge from State 
dependency, and therefore to the least cost 
to the taxpayers for maintenance. 
If, 
however, > the purpose of the State is 
merely to herd these unfortunates and 
keep there, a perpetual charge upon the 
community,, f California, the thing to do is 
to build a d.arn-like structure no matter 
where or whot the location, ourrel them in 
it, guard against their escajie, and leave 
them to the inevitable results of .iineared- 
for idiocy, negiscted imbecility, and unim ­ 
proved fceble^ci indedness. 
If, however, 
the humane ar.d noble ends of imjirove- 
mcnt, aelf-suppoit, amelioration of .suffer­ 
ing and general .physical and saental bet­ 
terment are in rj.’w, the State must .pro­ 
vide at the outset with great liberality. It 
can affml to sLi-iwight; it can aliard to 
invest every cent t is now asked to pul 
into the institution, that it may expend 
leas hereafter for all time, and attain Ahe 
most humane and satisfactory results iu 
the speediest manner.

are not to exceed the State’s price fixed by 
the State Board of Education for the books 
issued from the State Printing Office. The 
grantees are required to sell as low as 
twenty-five copies at “specified wholesale 
rates.” 
The bill is the boldest attempt to despoil 
a State of which there is any record ; its 
propositions are little short of those of the 
knight of the road, and certainly disclose a 
conspiracy to lareak down the system of 
producing the State text-books. At heavy 
expense the State has compiled tlie text­ 
books and procured a plant for their pub­ 
lication. 
This cost has been a-fcled to the 
price of the books distributed In one case 
over sales for eight, and in the other for 
twelve years. 
The proposition now is to 
cut off this return, give anybody the right 
to freely use the outlay or -capital to set 
up in business ¡and to undersell the State 
with her own goods. 
Of course when the 
State should be crowded-out the book ring 
would cease publication also and thus in­ 
volve the people in suúii trouble as to ren­ 
der it easier to approach them with the 
proposition to abandon the State system 
entirely. 
Apparently, the bill is in the interest of 
printers, pressmen, binders, and 
other 
hard-working wage-earners; but, in fact, i t 
is directly opposed to their interest and 
assails them in a vital spot. The mechan­ 
ics employed in book-making cannot profit 
by- it, since the State books are now all 
made within the State, and their manu­ 
facture employs just so much labor as is 
necessary to meet the demand for them 
and no m ore; but under the bill, as will be 
seen at a glance, publishers of N ev York, 
Chicago, Cincinnati, Philadelphia, or any 
other locality, would be authorized to pro­ 
duce the books abroad. 
Under this bill of conspiracy, which 
should never have disgraced the Assembly 
calendar, the State Board of Education is 
not even given the pitiful discretion of 
fixing the standard of excellence, or of re­ 
fusing an unworthy applicant, or one who 
has his publishing headquarters in a for­ 
eign country, since the privilege is open to 
“all persons,” the only requisite being that 
each one shall file a bond not to sell above 
a specified rate. 
There is nothing to pre­ 
vent sales at fess than the wholesale ra te ; 
indeed, the text of the bill will bear the 
construction that it is an express affirma­ 
tion of the right to undersell the State 
issue. The private publisher witli electro­ 
type plates furnished him at cost—a figure 
with which private electrotypers cannot 
compete—working pressmen and binders 
at low wages ten hours a day, having no 
capital locked up in a plant the books 
originally represent, can print from the 
State plates, bind the series, and put it on 
the market just enough less to completely 
shut off sales from the State Printing 
Office. 
The State works her printers but 
eight hours a day and pays the highest 
wages known in the State among printers 
She could not, therefore, possibly compete 
with publishers to whom she would be 
compelled to furnish all the fixed capital 
for the business, and who employ cheaper 
1 ibor at longer hours. 
Even if under the bill the books could 
be furnished apparently a few cents cheaper 
their real cost to the people would not be 
less than now, for the cost of the State print­ 
ing plant and of compilation must lie paid 
by the people, and under the bill the print­ 
ing department for books would still have 
to be maintained as free capital for the 
book pirates. The real prompting of the bill 
is a purpose to bring the State school text­ 
book system into disrepute, to transfer the 
publishing of the series to private parties 
who have axes to grind and to once more 
return the people of this State to slavery 
under the book syndicate. 
The State series of school books is a 
good one; it meets the educational re­ 
quirement ; the books are handsomely 
printed and well bound; they are furnished 
to the people at from 50 to 75 i>er cent, 
cheaper than sim ilar books were ever be­ 
fore offered. 
Even with State workmen at 
high wages and short hours, the people are 
immensely gainers. 
For while they pay 
for books so much less than before, they 
are not taxed and annoyed by frequent 
changes of books that afflicted them under 
the system of rivalry between private pub­ 
lishers ; they are rid of the pertinacity, 
bribery and bulldozing of the school book 
agents; the book lobbyist has disappeared 
from the halls of legislation ; the book 
corruptionist is no longer at tlie forefront 
of the primary or pulling the wires in 
school elections ; Boards of Education are 
not now made purchasable commodities by 
book-makers; the book-liouse money is 
not now disbursed at the polls, and the 
teachers in the common schools are not be­ 
sought, for coin, to become conspirators 
with the book rings in efforts to breach 
the jiockets of the people who raise up 
children to the State.

OUR W ATER SUPPLY. 
The Trustees W ill D ecide on M onday 
N ext W hat They W ill D o. 
A. few days ago W. R. Coats, a consult­ 
ing hydraulic engineer, came to this city 
on some business connected with the Legis­ 
lature. Dr. G. L. Simmons and Eugene J. 
Gregory addressed him a communication, 
asking that daring his stay he make an in­ 
vestigation of the artesian water belt east 
of the city, with a view of supplying the 
city from that quarter. They were acting 
as a Committee on Water Supply from the 
Sacramento Improvement Association. 
Mr. Coats, in his reply to the gentlemen 
named, said that he had given the subject 
some attention during a former brief visit 
to the city, and had also prosecuted his in­ 
vestigation during the past two weeks. 
“While I have not yet been able to give the 
subject sufficient attention and study to 
justify me in giving an opinion as to the 
best mode of procedure, I have no hesitancy 
in saying that I think it is entirely feasible 
to develop an adequate supply of good, 
clear water from the belt you mention, and 
that such water supply, when properly de­ 
veloped, will prove infinitely superior to 
that now procured from the Sacramento 
river." 
Yesterday, as per agreement, Mr. Coats 
met the Trusters, and the matter was 
talked over. Dr. Simmons and several 
others who have the utmost faith in the 
proposed water supply, were present by in­ 
vitation. Mr. Coats is a gentleman of 
large and varied experience, and has been 
connected with the water supplies of a 
number of the large cities of the Union. 
He said to the Board that he had no 
doubt but that a good supply could be ob­ 
tained from wells in the section referred to, 
but the best locations would have to be es­ 
tablished by tests. The well system was 
quite common throughout the Western 
States. He presented drawings of a well 
fifty feet in diameter, from which was 
drawn 5,000,000 gallons of water daily. In 
Kalamazoo they had a well supply of water, 
and it had been the cause, more than all 
others, of increasing the prosperity of that 
city. While the Sacramento river water 
was not clear at all times, still it was good 
water. StraDgers, however, would never 
take kindly to muddy water. He believed 
a test could be made for $300 that would 
thoroughly settle the question of supply, 
and there w as no doubt as to its clearness 
and purity. 
Tne Trustees were of the opinion that 
the test should be made at the expehse of 
the owners of the land, as they would, in 
all likelihood, sell the same to the city at 
handsome prices, providing a large supply 
of water was obtainable. 
Mr. Strong, who was present, stated that 
the individuals owning the land had made 
tests sufficient to satisfy them. It now 
seemed to be so clearly demonstrated that 
this was what the city not only needed, 
but required, that the Trustees could not 
lrfger refuse to make an appropriation to 
beuay the expense of a test. 
Dr. G. L. Simmons, who has made the 
matter a thorough study, is wedded to the 
well theory, and is very anxious that the 
Trustees should make the test asked for. 
This question had been so thoroughly ven­ 
tilated, the necessity of it involved the fu­ 
ture growth and prosperity of the city. 
The river water had ever stood in the way 
of the city's increasing population. He 
said, with a $1,500 pump on the Monte 
Vista Colony, 1.700,000 gallons of water 
were pumped daily. 
The Trustees have taken the matter un­ 
der consideration until Monday next, when 
it is altogether likely they will make the 
small appropriation asked, and order the 
test made. 
H arlan Again Sued. 
J. H. Harlan has been served with papers 
by the Yolo county Shertfl in a civil suit 
wherein Mr. and Mrs. L. F. Craft are 
plaintiff, and ask damages in the sum of 
$150,500. On Sunday, February 7,1886, al­ 
most two years ago, J. H. Harlan shot and 
killed Everett Craft, an only son of the 
plaintiffs, in the Byrnes Hotel, in the town 
of Woodland. Harlan is a man of large 
means, and both families were highly con 
uected and pioneers of Yolo. The shooting 
grew out of an unfortunate love affair be­ 
tween Mr. Harlan’s daughter and tbe man 
whom he killed. Harlan was twice tried 
for murder, and on both occasions the best 
legal talent in the State was engaged on 
both sides, and the proceedings attracted 
the attention of the entire State, the Sac­ 
ramento and Bay papers being represented 
by special correspondents.

All the local nimrods are having excel­ 
lent success in duck hunting. The Marys 
ville Appeal says: “Gunners, who kill 
game for the markels are having remark­ 
able success in the tules in securing ducks. 
Besides furnishing the local markets in the 
towns around, they manage to ship several 
tons to the Bay markets each week.

They Leave the City by the L ake Every 
Tw o W eeks for Sacram ento. 
George E. Brand, of Brand & Campbell, 
managers of the Orange Vale Colonization 
Company, returned Tuesday from an ex­ 
tended trip throagh the Eastern States in 
the interests of his colony. While his ex­ 
penses were borne by his own company, 
still he represented what no other agent 
has, the valley of the Sacramento. He per­ 
fected arrangements with railroad people 
throughout the East and West, whereby 
the individual who is seeking to invest, 
who wishes to purchase a home, can buy 
an excursion ticket to the capital of the 
State. 
In conversation with a reporter yesterday 
Mr. Brand said: “ Yes, I had a goodtime; 
was gone three months arjd a half, traveled 
through New England and the Northwest, 
riding in railroad cars over 40,000 miles. 
The facilities for travel throughout the 
Union are so complete now, that space 
seems almost eliminated between points 
even several hundred miles apart. 
“ In the New England 8tates there is a 
general desire on the part of almost every 
one you meet to come to California. Even 
the wealthy people who date their ancestry 
back to the lauding of tbe Pilgrim fathers 
at Plymouth Rock, have heard so much of 
our balmy summers, our mild and sunny 
winters, that they are willing to exchange 
their homes from wtere old Sol is pried up 
with a crow-bar, to the country where he is 
seen to sink out of sight in the bosom of 
the old Pacific. 
“ They are not talking Southern Califor­ 
nia. No, sir; for many of the Bostonians 
lost on climatic speculations at Los Angeles 
aud San Diego. It was all right as long 
as the boom lasted, but when the inflated 
bubble was pricked and their values went 
down a hundred per cent, they found as 
much fault as anyone. In every family 
there seemed to be some one who had lost 
on the Southern California craze. 
“ I found it difficnlt to make them under­ 
stand the difference between Central Cali­ 
fornia and Southern California. It is a 
remarkable fact that you hardly met any­ 
one who knew anything of the great and 
boundless valley of the Sacramento and 
its contributing foothills. 
“How was I received? Well, I had no 
difficulty at all in establishing myself and 
could get an interesting audieuce wherever 
I went. The people are anxious for news. 
When I showed them that nine-tenths of 
the fruit shipped from this State came from 
a radius of 100 miles of the Capitol of the 
State they could hardly believe it, but I 
was armed with authenticated figures of 
the railroad company to prove it.

I traveled through New Hampshire, 
Massachusetts, Vermont 
and Maine, 
through a portion of Maryland, New York, 
Pennsylvania. Ohio, Indiana, Michigan 
and Illinois, and spent a few days each in 
Iowa and Minnesota. I found the people 
of Pennsylvania, Ohio and Michigan more 
easily influenced than those of other sec­ 
tions, and they were also better posted re- 
arding this State. From what I could 
tear, 1 judge that there will be a large im­ 
migration from those States during the 
coming spring and summer months.

No agreement was reached at the Conference. 
What were termed protocols, and which Secre­ 
tary Bayard wished to communicate to Congress, 
but which the British and German Govern­ 
ment declined to permit him to make public, 
were simply the daily records of the proceed­ 
ings of the Conference, aud not an agreement 
actually entered into between the Powers. 
Thus far the public lias no knowledge of what 
these protocols contain, they having been 
merely the reports of confidential communica­ 
tions 
by 
the conference. 
The fact that 
Secretary Bayard desired

declined

naturally 
led to the inference that their publication would 
not be anything to the credit of the two Euro­ 
pean Governments concerned iu the negotia­ 
tions. I venture to make this suggestion to you, 
because of my own sense of the importance of 
the 8amoan issue—as it might be called—which 
makes it desirable that it should be as little as 
possible clouded with incorrect statements."
